 Lthough Combuſtions be very well knowne 
. from other effes, yer for the better explai- 
 Kving of tlie Dodtrine, before wee enter any 
turther, we will thus deſcribe its, 
_ Combuſtion is the folutionof continuity, of Epi- 
| dermis or the outward skin of the body, ſometimes 
of Cst:is or the true skin, and ofrentimes of the 41ſ- 
cali, Fleſh, Veynes,. Arteries, Nerves, &c,. marked 
with the ſtrength of the Fire z Now there follow- 
cth after this Combuſtion vehement paine, inflam- 
mation, puſtels, &c. and if the Combuſtion be deep, 
the body will be foule, and will eafily produce a fil- 
thy and malignant Vicer,for as ſooneas ever the fire 
or che firy ſubſtance hath rouched the skin, the radi- 
call moyſture is preſently dryed from the part; here- 
by the skin waxeth hard, and is drawn together, The 
reſt ofthe Humour which remaineth within the Skin 
and the parts adjacent, becommerh very-hot, and get- 
terh the nature of the Fire : Furthermore, that hard-

Lthough there be an infinixe number of Me-

ſolve,or diffipate the corrupt matter or heat,which 
is left in the part, now the ſuffocating or choking 
of corrupt matter is done, either with cold and 
moiſt mndicines, as with the juices and waters of

loweth, by reaſon of the ſolution of continuity *” 


and ſulden mutation which violently draweth . 
humours and blosd from the body. Ir is neceſſary 
to uſe repellent Medicines, to wit, defenſives,and 
Clouts wet in Vinegar and water leſt ſuch like hu- 
mours and blood do follow tothe offended place : 
Then let there be uſed and obſerved, dyet, purga- 
tions, blood-letting, cupping, and other revultt- 
ons, that the humours and blood may be darawne 
and evacuated to the other part-2s appertaining to 
Topicks ; inthe firſt ſpecies of Combuſtions, if 
puſtels be not riſen, let the corrupt and ſharpe

THe firſt and chiefe worke which is required 
z in Combuſtions, is, that the Chirugion doe 
prevent the riſing of puſiels 3 for it he cando that 
_ the Patient necd not feare any further moleſtion 3 
Therefore if any one be burnt with fire, water,hot 
Oyle, or any ſuch like thing : If the Combuſtion 
be light, preſently let the place be madified with 
water orſpettle . and then held to fireas long as 
' may be ſuffered, or ler the burar place. be dipped 
in hot water, cr if that will not be conveniently 
done, leta ſponge or clout be wrung out in hot wa- 
_ ter, and applycd ro the place,for that outward heat 
_ doth draw unto ir £mpyrema, that is, heat left by 
the fire in the burned part, as Ars/tot/e and expe- 
rience teacheth; for as a Scorpion being applyed 
to the bite of a Scorpion doth draw to it his pro- 
per poyſon ; fo doth heate draw heat : hereby. 
 On1ons being mixed ina morter with a little Salt 
and applyed to tle burnt place, doth draw forth: 
the corrupt kumours,and ſuffereth not the puſtels 
to ariic; it may be ſpread on little pleggets and ap- 


plyed,

plyed, untill the Ws place bee covered, 
Alſo this following Oyntment doth violently 
draw forth corrupt humours, and will not ſuffer 
the pultels to ariſe.

 _ Letthembe mixed in a Morter, and make an 
Oyntment with Oyle of Roſes and ſweet Almons, 
Anno 1604. as my beloved wite was boyling of 
New Wine in a great skellet, and ſtirring it with 
a ſpatter, ſhe unadviſedly thruſt her hand unto the 
wriſt into the boyling wine, when it was boyled 
even unto the very height and thicknefle, whereby 
there preſentlyaroſe a vehement paine, not onely 
in the hand, but alſo.in the whole arme, the wine 
being waſhed away with hot water, wee 'applyed 
the Oynement lately preſcribed: ( which as then 
was moſt fitteſt unto my hand ) I anointed rhe 
whole arme with Oile of Roſes, and rowled about 
Rowlers dipped in water and Vinegar, and did of- 
tentimes renew them all. Thus (by Gods favour} 
of ſogreat a Combuſtion there followed no ulce- 
ration of the skin, but onely two puſtels, the one 
in her thumbe, the other by, her middle finger. 
which with a little trouble, vvith YVaguentum Ba- 


fliconryverectured. 
Now in-ntiverſall Combuſtions proceed as 1s 
declared inthe following Example. In the yeare 
1605- The Seryant of one Mr. 1oachim, a Dyer,
